The Crawford AuSable 
School Board approved the 
first of three steps to place a 
new middle school proposal 
before voters Sept. 24. 

The board authorized the 
superintendent to complete a 
proposal and budget for a 
new building located on 
school land adjacent to the 
Grayling Elementary 
School. The new middle 


‘ gchool would house 600 stu- 


dents grades 58 and he 
located as far away from the 
elementary school as possi- 
ble, Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds said. 


Reynolds said the board 
has had alot of input since 
the last election and they felt 
a proposed in-town site 


would have a better chance 
of passing. Reynolds said the 
new site would solve four 
problems voters were con- 
cerned about with the 
previous attached building 
to the high school. The four 
concerns were about the 
mixing of middle school and 
high school students at the 
attached building _ site, 
moving the middle school 
out of town, the question of 
sewage disposal, and trans- 
portation to the out-of-town 
site. 


The vote to proceed with 
the new proposal program 
passed 6-1 with Roger 
Moshier voting no. He felt 
the September date was too 
soon to bring the issue back 
before the voters, 


The issue can not be 
placed on the August 
primary or November elec- 
tion because the voting 
district boundaries are dif- 
ferent than schoo) districts. 

In other school board news 
from the regular Monday 
night, H. Arn Stephenson 
was sworn in as a new board 
member and Bernadine 
Dosch was elected president 
replacing Kathleen Burkley, 
who did not run for re- 
election. Bill Morford was 
named vice-president, Mary 
Allen secretary, and Roger 
Moshier treasurer. 

A special board meeting 
will be held Monday to vote 
on the second step necessary 
to place the new middle 
school proposal before 
voters Sept. 24. 


Dial-A-Ride Millage Renewal 
Question on August Baliot 


Today’s article is the 
second in a three-part series 
of interviews with Robert 
Chappel, Chairman of the 
Crawford County Transpor- 
tation Authority Board. This 
interview probes the human 
side of the Dial-A-Ride mil- 
lage renewal question. 

In response to questions 
Chappel noted that the 
defeat of the millage 
renewal issue would have a 
direct and adverse effect on 
two distinct groups of in- 
dividuals — the individuais 
who receive the service and 
those who provide it. 

“The system currently 
employs sixteen full-time 
employees, six part-time 
employees and one in- 
dividual as contract labor. 
Of the sixteen full-time em- 
ployees, eight are drivers, 
two are mechanics, two are 
dispatchers, one is the 
operations supervisor, 
another is the bookkeeper 
and one is the system’s 
secretary,” says Chappel. 

“The Board is particularly 
pleased with the degree of 
dedication generally exhibit- 
ed by Dial-A-Ride em- 
ployees. This is especially 
true when we consider how 
difficult it is to support and 
raise a family at the wage 
level the system is able to 
provide,” he said. 

When asked if the Dial-A- 
Ride employees had recently 
received a raise, or if they 
could expect one in the near 
future, Chappel responded: 
“Over the last twenty mon- 
ths the Dial-A-Ride em- 
ployees have not received a 
raise, nor have they received 
any sort of a cost of living 
adjustment. In short, their 
hourly wages have remained 
fixed at the level they were 
set at as of October of 1982. 
Working within the confines 


Je IORI IAA of the present budget it is dif 


ficult to see how this 
situation can be significantly 
changed in the foreseeable 
future. That is to say, I don’t 
expect to see any wage 
changes which could be 
called a real increase in 
wages. However, the Board 
does hope to be in a position 
from which it can provide a 
cost of living wage adjust- 
ment in the near future.” 

When asked to comment 
on the impact of a loss of 
Dial-A-Ride service for the 
ridership Chappel said: 
“The effect of a loss of Dial- 
A-Ride service would range 
along all points on a con- 
tinuum from ‘mild incon- 
venience’ to a ‘serious 
restriction of individual 
mobility.” 

“On the one hand, we know 
we have riders who use the 
system merely because it is 
convenient to do so. If the 
system stopped operating 
tomorrow they would find 
another means of transpor- 
tation.” 

“On the other hand, we 
have riders like Paul and 
Marie Petroit. Both Paul and 
Marie have MS disease. Both 
are currently restricted to 
wheelchairs, and both rely 
on Dial-A-Ride service as a 
primary means of transpor- 
tation. The loss of the Dial-A- 
Ride system would con- 
stitute something far 
removed from a mere incon- 
venience for the Petroit 
family.” 

Chappel then went on to 
point out that during the 
month of May the Crawford 
County Transportation sys- 
tem carried 229 wheelchair 
confined passengers. In ad- 
dition to this, 1682 passenger 
rides were taken by senior 
citizens during the month. 
As Chappel noted, the impor- 
tance of the service for 
senior citizens would be dif- 


ficult to exaggerate: ‘‘A sig- 
nificant number of our 
senior citizens, while 
remaining basically very 
healthy, have nevertheless 
experienced some of the 
norma! attrition associated 
with the aging process. Their 
eye-sight, hearing, and 
reflexes have diminished to 
varying extents over the 
years. Many of these in- 
dividuals believe Dial-A- 
Ride transportation is a 
safer as well as preferable 
alternative to driving them- 
selves, The Transportation 
Authority is extremely 
pleased to be able to serve 
these people. Our buses take 
them shopping, to laundry- 
mats, to church, doctors ap- 
pointments, and almost any 
other place you can imagine. 
These people, like the 
Petroits, would be the in- 
dividuals most hurt by a 
defeat of the millage 
renewal issue. They are also 
the people most of us would 
prefer to be the least incon- 
venienced.”’

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Military and DNR Work 
Together Cleaning Up

Camp Grayling, the Dept. 
of Military Affairs, and the 
DNR have joined forces 
working to clean up an 
estimated 5,000-gallon fuel 
leak near the Mobilization 
and Training Equipment 
Site (M.A.T.E.S.). 

A hole about the size of a 
nickel in a line to under- 
ground fuel tanks was 
responsible for the leak, said 
John Alford, of the DNR 
ground water quality 
division. 

Colonel Ivan Gwilt, Camp 
Grayling commander, said 
he thinks military personnel 
caught the leak the day after 
it started. On June 25 they 
noticed a shortage in fuel 
following a delivery. The 
next day more fuel was 
delivered and diesel fuel was 
spotted bubbling to the sur- 
face about 3 p.m. 

The DNR was imme- 
diately called and Gwilt had 
equipment at the scene 
ready to start digging that 


night. Predicted thunder- 
storms caused the DNR to 
postpone digging that night 
for fear the rain filling a hole 
would cause the fuel to move 
faster underground. 


Gwilt said his roads and 
grounds personnel began 
digging the next day under 
DNR supervision and have 
been working day and night 
digging and pumping the 
fuel out. A geological firm 
from Traverse City has been 
hired and three test wells 
have been sunk about 400 
feet away from the leak to 
the south, the direction the 
groundwater flows in that 
area. 

Alford said there is very 
slow groundwater 
movement in that area and 
the wells show no movement 
of the fuel. He said the fuel 
leak is down probably 18 feet 
to the top of the water table 
and removing all the fuel 
from the ground will proba- 
bly take a minimum of one

year. He said one well will 
probably have to be sunk 
below the water table to 
pump out water and lower 
the water table. Another well 
will probably have to be sunk 
higher in the aquifer to 
recover the fuel. 

Alford said the military 
has been very cooperative 
and got right on the leak as 
soon as it was discovered. 

The three 44,000-gallon 
fuel tanks where the leak oc- 
curred are located between 
the M.A.T.E.S. main main- 
tenance building and 
railroad tracks south of the 
complex. The fuel tanks are 
used for Camp Grayling 
operations. 

Gwilt said the tank storage 
systems were not very old 
but they deteriorate fast. 
The military had plans to 
move the tanks out to Camp 
Grayling near the new ware- 
house and Gwilt is asking the 
Dept. of Military Affairs to 
consider moving the plans 
up on the priority list. 


LMPOA Signs Contract 
For ‘Snooper Scooper’ 


The ‘‘Snooper Scooper,” a 
device used to detect sources 
of pollution in lakes, will be 
used at Lake Margrethe late 
this summer, 

At the annual meeting of 
the Lake Margrethe Proper- 
ty Owners Association July 
7th, newly re-elected LM- 
POA president Garland 
(Bud) Joyce signed a con- 
tract with the Northeast 
Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments (NEMCOG) to obtain 
the services of the pollution 
detection device. 

The ‘‘Snooper Scooper”’ - 
one of only two of the devices 
in the United States - can 
detect low levels of phos- 
phorus, amino nitrates, and 
other forms of nitrate pollu- 
tion and pinpoint where the 
pollution is entering the lake. 

Bob Watkins, NEMCOG 
representative, will use the 
device sometime after the 
first week in August taking 
about ten days to initially 
sweep the lake. Watkins will 
retest any areas showing 
pollution to locate the sour- 


ce. 
The lake tests will be com- 
piled and evaluated with a 


written report submitted by.. 


NEMCOG. 

“We have waited more 
than three years for the use 
of this device and will fully 
realize its value in the pro- 
tection of Lake Margrethe,”’ 
Joyce said. ‘We are appre- 
ciative of the matching sup- 
port given us by Grayling 
Township (Both the LMPOA 
and Grayling Twp. contri- 
buted $750) plus the county’s 
portion of its annual dues to 
NEMCOG.”’ 

Joyce said 95 percent of 
the funding for the project is 
federal money from the 
National and State Clean 
Waters Acts. 

A 1978 study sponsored by 
the LMPOA indicated Lake 
Margrethe is extremely 
vulnerable to mesotrophica- 
tion or rapid aging because 
the lake has a very small 
watershed area by which the 
lake replenishes itself with 
fresh water. This means if 


Lake Margrethe becomes 
too pulluted, it will remain a 
“dead lake’’ and never be 


able to recover like some. ii 


lakes with large watersheds, 
said Joyce. 

Lake Margrethe is curren- 
tly described by the DNR as 
“somewhat mesotrophic,” 
Joyce said, and a 1978 study 
said the lake area reached 
the saturation point for sep- 
tic tanks back in 1973. Joyce 
said all septic tanks built 
since 1973 should have allow- 
ed four feet between the 
water table and septic tank 
and contended that the Dis-. 
trict 1 Health Dept. has been 
overlooking or ignoring sep- 
tic tank violations at Lake 
Margrethe. 

Joyce concluded the an- 
nual meeting by inviting all 
Lake Margrethe property 
owners to join the LMPOA. 
Membership is $10 a year. 

Other officers elected at 
the meeting were Glen 
Chapin, vice-president, Rose 
Duley, secretary, and Frank 
Davison, board of directors.

(4) ‘“‘We had incentive - 
which was simply the right 
to keep the fruits of our 
labor 2 Increase] govern- 
ment taxation is the great 
enemy of our incentive 
system. The Puritan work 
ethic which viewed work as a 
gift from God and a way to 
glorify Him, brought dignity 
to work, 

(5) ‘‘We had competition - 
the thing that makes 
businessman and employee 
alike serve his fellow man 
well.” 

To keep America strong 
and free we need more stress 
on God than government. We 
need more individual 
courage and less dependence 
on government. We need our 
faith restored in our God, our 
country and our family.

Governor James J. Blanchard has 
announced a plan to combat toxic 
pollution and prevent future water 
diversion of the Great Lakes. 

In a recent speech to the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs, the 
governor said defense of the lakes is 
entitled to the marshalling of full 
resources of Michigan and neighbor- 
ing states and provinces, who he 
said must initiate protection 
measures rather than waiting for the 
federal government to act. 

He labelled the Great Lakes as a 
commodity that cannot be bought or 
gold. § 

‘“We can set out on two overriding 

courses of action — to develop a 
campaign that will eradicate toxic 
chemicals: from the lakes and pro- 
vide full restoration of our outstand- 
ing fisheries and to construct a legal 
fortress | that will stand strong 
against any attempt to divert Great 
Lakes water,”’ he said. 
' The Governor reported he is ask- 
ing for swift approval by the legis- 
lature of a short-term ban on major 
diversion of Great’ Lakes water, 
which would be succeeded by a 
larger water policy by 1987 for con- 
serving, managing and using the 
water. 

Blanchard said that would be part 
of building a legal case that divert- 
ing water would be unreasonable, 
contrary to conservation and detri- 
mental to public welfare. 

He : also designated Attorney 
General Frank Kelley to chair a task 
force to gather all needed informa- 
tion for a legal case. 

The governor said he also wants 
language in the Great Lakes agree- 
ment: giving Michigan a say in all 
proposed diversions, including those 
within the Great Lakes basin in 
other states. He said he would seek a 
forum for bringing together all 
lakes’ interests to address common 
prop ene:

pollution abatement measures and 
to develop a strategy to clean as 
many as 39 areas of key toxic chem- 
ical pollution and other areas of im- 
paired use along the lakes. 

He asked the Department of 
Public Health to renew research on 
the health efforts of eating con- 
taminated fish, while the Natural 
Resources Commission is to recom- 
mend a program to test and analyze 
fish as a barometer of contamination 
trends. 

The governor said he is directing 
environmental agencies to place a 
priority on identifying point sources 
of toxic discharges and gather 
evidence if they are in violation of 
existing laws or permits so the at- 
torney general may take action. 

To continue development of the 
lakes as an economic and. recrea- 
tional resources, the governor said 
the DNR would coordinate more 
varied fish plantings, and target 
funds on specific species with the 
best chance of permanent reproduc- 
tion. 

POLL SHOWS SUPPORT 
FOR COLLEGE TAXES 

A higher education poll conducted 
for the State Board of Education 
shows public support for higher 
community college district taxes is 
needed to continue to provide ser- 
vices and for higher state aid to 
universities which agree to freeze 
tuition rates. 

The poll showed 67 percent would 
vote for community college millage 
increases. That compares to a nearly 
equal percentage (68) which give 
their colleges excellent or good 
ratings. 

The poll also showed 72 percent 
believe four-year colleges which 
freeze tuition should get more state 
aid, which was a feature of the 
governor’s original budget proposal. 

The first-ever survey of public at- 
titudes on higher education also 
showed .55 ‘percent ‘believe that 


- + planning “and coordination _ for 
colleges and universities should be 
done by the state board. 


Colleges currently operate in- 
dependently, with boards making 
policy and program decisions.
